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A few years ago a little old man| 
in his seventies walked into the 
largest store in the world, Sears, 
Roebuck & Company, saying he 
would like to have a job. That man 
was Colonel Alvah Roebuck. co- | 
founder with Richard Sears of the 
mighty Sears Roebuck in 1886. 


In 1895 Alvah Roebuck sold _ his | 
one-third interest in his business | 
for $20,000. Today it would be worth | 
about $150,000,000. Does he re-| 
gret it? Not at all. His co-workers 
are dead but he is back in the busi- 
ness and going strong. 

We gathered this’ information 
from a lively and entertaining | 
chronicle by David Cohn called | 
“The Good Old Days.” a history of: 
American morals and manners as! 
seen through the Sears, Roebuck 
Catalogues, 1905 to the present, It; 
is the history of the plain, every- 
day folk who make up the bulk of 


our population for the past 35 years. | 


Mr. Cohn who has a_ background 
with which to work, examines the 
catalogues and gives the results in 
the most engaging manner. 

Some of you remember how in 
1905 the piano was a Significant 
piece- of furniture. “They have a 
piano!” And it was tacitly under- 
stood that ‘‘They’” were among the 
socially acceptable. In fact, it is 
possible that there were more pi-! 
anos than bath tubs in the home— 
the bath tub had not yet come into 
its own. 

In the rural districts, the organ 
was preferred. “The Golden Oak 
Wonder” sold for $19.90. Who re- 
members when the zither—one of 
Sears prominent exports—was as 
popular as the saxophone is today? 

You will chuckle over the talk- 
ing machine and its records. In 
1905, the immortal Sousa was hav- 
ing his day—Coon songs were then 
shouted instead of crooned. As for 
the sentimental songs, they includ- 
ed “The Mansion of Aching Hearts” ; 
“The Fatal Rose of Red,” “Hello, 
Central, Give Me Heaven,” “I'm 
Wearing My Heart Away For You” 
—we could go on indefinitely as the 
list is a long one, but read it for | 
yourself. 

We should skip the book section,

but we can’t resist listing a few of, 
the early favorites. The Elsie books, | 
of course, Mr. Cohn quotes gener- 
ously from one or two in order to; 
refresh your memory. He does the 
same for the Rollo books. In 1905 
there were self-teaching books in; 
many fields from “French Without 
a Master,” to “Carriage and Wagon 
Painting,” for those in favor of the 
more practical pursuits. You could 
purchase a complete set of “The 
Decline and Fall of the Roman Em- 
pire” for $1.85. Come to think of 
it, that must be where our second 
hand copy came from originally. 
The print and binding do not en- 
courage reading. 


In 1915 “A Lover’s Guide and} 
Manual” was provided for the diffi- | 
dent also an aid to the writing of 
love letters. In 1925 Sears offered | 
a “Learn to be Popular’ for 93c. | 
Ten years later Walter Pitkin’s 
“Life Begins at Forty’ was adver- 
tised with headlines. Mr. Cohn 
makes this deduction from his sur- 
vey—not a happy one — in later 
years fewer books have been ad- 
vertised and the books have been of 
an inferior quality.

‘Smoking Ban 
‘On Forest 


Fireworks Restrictions 
Also Announced From 
Supervisor's Office. 


The usual regulations and _ re- 
strictions covering smoking and 
the discharge of fireworks on Eldo- 
rado Forest were announced Mon- 
day from the forest headquarters, 
to be effective on June 5. 

Authority for the establishment 
of the regulations is granted in 
Regulation T-1, wherein such pow- 
ers are vested in the Forest Super- 
visor, acting in the interest of fire 
prevention and control. 

The regulations are as follows: 

Section H—Smoking is prohibit 
ed except at camps, places of hab- 
| itation, and in special posted smok- 
ing areas. 

Section M—Prohibits the dis- 
charge of fireworks on National 
Forest lands, or the placing or 
throwing of a burning cigarette, ci- 
gar, match, pipe heels, firecracker 
or any ignited substance in any 


| place where it may start a fire, with 


the exception of fireworks, which 
may be discharged over the waters 
of Echo Lake, Lake Tahoe, Wrights 
Lake, Loon Lake, Twin Lakes, Sil- 
ver Lake and Kirkwood Lake.

| The longest previous floating 
bridge is in Tasmania and measures

jing sections 60 feet wide each. It 
| will have four traffic lanes and two 
pedestrian walks. 

The bridge will have a 202-foot 
movable section through which the 
| pleasure and commercial boats can 
pass, It will be anchored to the 
bottom with 64 anchors weighing 
65 tons each. 

The hollow pontoon sections will 
have 8-inch walls and 96 cells with- 
in each section to make them water 
tight. It will float 7% feet above the 
water level of the lake, which never 
‘varies much during the year.

IF A REPUBLICAN is elected 
president next November, it al- 
ready has been remarked that 
he’ll have a Democratic senate on 
his hands for at least two years. 
This, of course, 
is because only 
one-third of the 
senators’ terms 
expire at the 
same time. And 
the senate is so 
strongly Demo- 
cratic now that, 
if the Republi- 
cans win every 
one of this 
year’s vacan- 
cies, they still 
won’t have a 
senate majority. 
They'll have to 
wait, at the

Anyway, the federal supreme 


court is due to be a bad headache | 


to a comparatively conservative 
administration, if it happens to 
get in. 

With political good luck it can 
get the sort of congress to support 
it by 1942, after a couple of mis- 
erable years in the meantime. But, 
naturally, its opponents will fall 
back on the supreme court to nul- 
lify congress as much as possible. , 

The supreme court can’t do it 100: 
per cent, but it’s quite potent. 

Well, this is a government of 
“checks and balances.” !
